Lima is eminently a c-ity of manu- 


factories. From ihe shops she has de- 
rived her greatness, and the busy bum 
of the industrial centers, unceasing 
daily, is the never-ending song of her 
prosperity and the iiappiaess of her 
citizens. The constant whir of ma- 
chinery is the music to which she has 
stepped proudly forward iu the line of 
progress until she stands today without 
a peer among the cities of her size and 
population. From the earliest days, 
when George Washington foretold the 
importance of Kekionga as a trading 
post, to the present time, her course 
along the line of mercantile progress 
las been rapid and uninterrupted, and 
he steadv influx of new material and 
new capital has told the story of the j 
reputation she has-'aehieved 'abroad.: 
Today her shops cover acres of land 
and give employment to myriads of 
men who, with their families, consti- 
tute the great bulk of a happy, con- 
tented population. The area covered 
by the manufactories is a veritable 
land of milk and honey, and the hap- 
py homes that dot the city are evidence 
of the condition of her workingmen. 
She is a city of homes, and the work- 
ingmau's cottage is as much his castle 
as the brownstone mansion of the cap- 
italist or the palace of a prince. 


The source of her wealth is in the 


shops- and other enterprises which dis- 
tinguish the city among the inhabi- 
tants of men. Were she deprived of 
them, she must necessarily fall into 
ruin and decay, for the bone arid sinew 
of her life, would be paralyzed, and her 
strength taken away. 


The lines of stores that compose the 


business section of the city are de- 
pendent for'support and sustenance 
upon the shopmen, and were the in- 
dustrial centers, through any cause, 
compelled, to suspend operations or to 
remove from the city, these business 
houses would close their doors in short 
order. There would be a general exo- 
dus to better fields -and more promis-1 
ing scenes than an "emasculated town. 


It is not easy to ' ascertain the exact 


amount of niofiey .••'distributed" m" the 
city each year through the medium of 
the manufactories aud shops, but it ig 
enough to keep life in business and to 
LinisTin the foremost rank in the com-' 
nierciat world. Of the larger indus- 
tries, the railroads come first in the 
matter of wages, the C., H. & D. Com- 
pany alone leavins an annual average 
of something like $370,000 among its 
workingmen. 


Then comes the L. E. & W. with an 


equal amount and the D. & L. N. and 
Ohio Southern following close behind. 
The other shops aud industries follow 
in close array, each representing an 
aggregate of many thousands of dol- 
lars annually distributed among its 
workiairmen. The money thus given 
out is not hoarded. 
It is placed in 


general circulation, through the med- 
iums of the stores and commercial ex- 
changes. Every merchant in the city 
looks'forward to the various pay days 
as an event of greater or lesser im- 
portance, in proportion to the number 
of 
his 
customers 
who 
will 


be 
the 
recipients 
of 
money 


from the respective shops. 
Thus 


every class is dependent, for subsist- j 
encfi" more or less on the mamifacto- j 
ries, and the interests of the public 
might be said-to be incorporated m the 
life of her institutions. The people 
are the corporations, for they are the 
general benefiearies of the incorpora- 
ted capital! as the capitalists are de- 
pendent on the people for their sup- 
port. The interests are identical. The 
corporations can no more exist with- 
out a share in the profits of the com- 
mon industry than the multiplicity 
could thrive without the corporations. 
A blow at one is fatal to the other, for 
the interests of both are so interwoven 
that an injury affects the entire corpo- 
rate body. 
A glance at the various institutions 


which go to make up Lima's greatness 
will illustrate the dependency of the 
city upon them for existence. 
While 


Lima's growth was necessarily slow 
during the early days, she has, never- 
theless, since Che time of the first pio- 
neers, given promise of the wealth and 
greatness that was to come. The first 
decided step forward was probably the 
construction of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, which connected the west with 
the great marts of the east, Lima be- 
inir a central point and receiving the 
benefit of the flow of commerce either

force is the number of men in the j 
train service, which is not far below ] 
the shop force, numerically speaking. 
Between Toledo and Daj-ton. over WO 
engineers and firemen are emploj ed, 
and about double that number of con- 
ductors, trainmen and yardmen, most 
of whom have their headquarters here 
and make their homes in the city. The 
monthly pay roll to these men will not 
fall short of $18,000, making a total 
of about $34,000 per month from one 
source which is brought into the city. 


Last, but not least comes the De- 


troit & Lima Northern which promises 
much for Lima in the future. Then 
came the Columbus Northwestern, a 
branch of the D. & L. N., and ihe 
first road to connect Li.na with the 
state capital, and touching a portion 
of the state heretofore untrversed by 
any railrciad. 


Railroad men, as a rale, are a high 


salnided,claBs rf men, and the amount 
of inohey? disp'ensed'is greater in pro- 
portion to the .'number of men employ- 
ed than in other industries,, where or- 
dinary labor, unskilled, is more gen- 
erally employed. 


In"the shops of the city many men 


of this latter class find employment, 
and the rate per capita is consequent- 
ly smaller, although Luna workmen 
receive generally better wages than 
the ordinary workman elsewhere.

Forty years ago a man in Aurora, 


Ind., owned a huge Newfoundland 
that was known all over the town 
by the name of Bob. The man was 
Jim Keleo, a conspicuous charac- 
ter of those days.

The mayor refused, regarding the

The determina- 
tion of the parties kept his honor its 
a?quandary for several days until 
Theetge could .invoke the aid of the 
law to put him in tia position, bof 
he afterward became so disgusted 
over the affair that he resigned and 
moved to Missouri and died there 
soon after. 


Kelso met with misfortune and 


committed suicide and the dog be- 
came the property of Tom Wain- 
scott, who enlisted in the army at 
the breaking out of the,war and 
made a gallant soldier of the Eight-' 
eenth Indiana volunteers. Wain- 
scott took the dog to the war with 
him, 
and whether on the march, in 


the camp or amid the thunders of 
battle he was never separated from 
his four footed companion. 


At tho battle of Pea Ridge Tom 


Waiuscott was shot to death. The 
next day when the detachment ol 
soldiers sent to bury ,the dead ap 
peared on the sanguinary field they 
found the devoted animal standing 
guard by the side of its lifelesi 
master, and no efforts could indues 
it. to leave the body or allow any 
one to touch it. 


Finally a soldier seized hold of 


the corpse to drag it away when the 
dog attacked him with such ferocity 
that his comrades, in fear of his 
life, ran it through with their bayo- 
neto to rescue him from his peril, 
but in recognition of the undying 
devotion of the faithful creature to 
its dead master they buried it at bis 
feet in token of their respect for its 
fidelity. Thus heroically perished 
this brave brute, a martyr to ife ln«

fish commission steamer Aluatross ifor 
that purpose, and for the first time in its 
history the navy department has had 
to go out of the regular service to find 
a flagship, so marked has been the ef- 
fect of the Philippine expedition on 
Pacific coast naval affairs. In the course 
of a month the admiral will be able to 
utilize the Philadelphia as his flagship, 
temporarily, at least, if that vessel is 
not immediately ordered to Asiatic wa- 
ters.

In answer to inquiries from United 


States ministers abroad, the state de- 
partment has secured from the navy de- 
partment and published a statement ot 
the conditions governing naval enlist- 
ments.
